TWENTY - EIGHT Navy officers who 

were recommended by the Selection 
Board in June, and who have not yet made 
their numbers for promotion, will, in the 
absence of unforeseen vacancies, become 
eligible for promotion on the dates after 
their names, the Navy Department re- 
cently announced. Four are slated to be 
rear admirals, eight to be captains and 16 
to be commanders. In 13 instances the 
date of eligibility is undetermined.

Connard, 8.C., and Capt. D. M. Ad- 
dison, S.C. 

As the statutes require the board to re- 
port to the Secretary of the Navy 10 days 
after it convenes, and the names of the 
officers selected must be considered by the 
Secretary of the Navy and approved by 
the President of the United States, the re- 
sult of the board’s action will not be known 
for some time. The vacancy in the grade 
of captain is the result of the retirement of 
Capt. F. K. Perkins, S.C.

CABINET CHANGES MAY INCLUDE 
SECRETARIES OF WAR AND NAVY 





ECRETARY OF WAR WEEKS and 
Secretary Wilbur are included in the 

rumored changes that will take place on 
March 4 in the Coolidge cabinet. Hardly 
had the election results been announced 
when the cabinet-makers at Washington 
became busy. Usually there are changes 
at the beginning of an administration and, 
despite all denials, rumors of changes 
in the Coolidge cabinet continue to cir- 
culate. Secretary Slemp, who came to the 
White House when President Coolidge took 
charge, is included in the list of those whom 
it is stated will retire at the beginning of 
the President’s next term. 

It can be stated upon the highest author- 
ity that if Secretary Weeks leaves the cabi- 
net his retirement will be absolutely vol- 
untary. No member of the cabinet is held 
in higher regard by the President and is 
called oftener to the White House. Mr. 
Weeks has not only been consulted on all 
military matters, but on other policies by 
the President. 

During the campaign Secretary Weeks 
was on the administration’s board of strat- 
egy. He spent the greater part of his time 
at the New York headquarters of the Re- 
publican National Committee and contrib- 
uted in no small degree to the success of 
the campaign. That the President wants 
Secretary Weeks to continue in the cabinet 
is generally conceded. This is not ques- 
tioned in well-informed circles. 


WEEKS BUILT ARMY 
There are rumors that Secretary Weeks 


desires to be relieved of the duties as head 
ot the War Department. It is said that 


as he has had a very long and active career 
both in business and public life he feels 
that he needs a rest and has so expressed 
himself on a number of occasions. He has 
made a remarkable record in the War De- 
partment during which he has virtually 
put life into the new military policy and 
has built the Army up to a high state of 
efficiency. 

The Army has been compelled to go 
through a trying period of economy, but 
under the leadership of Secretary Weeks it 
it stated that there never was less friction 
in the establishment than at present. 

Secretary Wilbur came to the Navy De- 
partment at a very critical period in the 
Coolidge administration. The oil investi- 
gation was at its height and Mr. Wilbur 
was selected on account of his standing as 
Judge of the Supreme Court of California 
as well as the fact that he was a graduate 
of Annapolis. At the time it was under- 
stood that Judge Wilbur was to have the 
next vacancy on the Supreme Court for 
his services as Secretary of the Navy. 

Like all lawyers, the culmination of 
his ambition is the Supreme Court, and it 
is believed that before March 1 that there 
will be a retirement from the Supreme 
Court which will give the President an 
opportunity to appoint Secretary Wilbur. 


GENERAL HARBORD MENTIONED 
Among those who have been mentioned 
as successor to Secretary Weeks, should the 
rumors of his voluntary retirement prove 
true, is Gen. Jas. G. Harbord, president of 
the Radio Corporation of America. Gen-

ELECTION SHAKES UP MILITARY 
AND NAVY CONGRESS COMMITTEES 





ELATED election returns indicate that 
President Calvin J. Coolidge was not 
only elected by an overwhelming popu- 
lar and electoral vote, but that he will have 
a regular Republican Congress to enact 
his legislative program. As a rule, radi- 
cals of both parties in the Northern States 
either went down in defeat or were re- 
elected by a narrow majority. ; 
The most striking instance of an_ in- 
dorsement of the President occurred in 
Iowa, where Senator Brookhart, a mem- 
ber of the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs, narrowly escaped defeat, according 
to the latest returns. Senator Brookhart, 
it will be recalled, came out in a statement 
attacking the Republican campaign manage- 
ment and demanding the withdrawal of 
General Dawes as a candidate for vice- 
president on the Republican ticket. The 
President and the Republican managers 
ignored the attack, but the people of Iowa 
took up the cause of Coolidge and Dawes, 
giving them an overwhelming majority in 
the State but gave Senator Brookhart such 
a small majority that it amounted to a 
defeat. Only the large majority of the 
national ticket pulled through the Senator. 
Senator Warren, the ranking member of 
the Military Committee in the upper 
House, was re-elected after a bitter fight 
in the State of Wyoming. The Republican 
managers during the campaign placed him 
in the doubtful column, and a combination 
of Democrats and Progressives were con- 
fident of being able to retire the chairman 
of the Committee on Appropriations and 
one of the strongest members on the Mili- 
tary Committee. 
Owing to general conditions in the State, 
for which the Senator was not responsible 
but for which he was receiving blame, 





his political enemies were confident of be- 
ing able to prevent his return. However, 
Senator Warren, by taking personal charge 
of the campaign, surprised everyone by 
winning a decisive victory. 

FRENCH RE-ELECTED 

Representative French, Chairman of the 
Navy Department sub-committee of the 
House Committee on Appropriations, faced 
somewhat similiar conditions in Idaho. 
There was close co-operation between the 
Democrats and the Independent Progres- 
sives in a fight against Mr. French. 

He was in the doubtful column from the 
opening to the close of the campaign. His 
friends were fearful of the defeat and his 
enemies were confident that they would re- 
tire him from Congress. Mr. French dis- 
played the same fighting qualities that 
Senator Warren did, and won a personal 
victory. 

The election, it is feared, has retired 
Senator Bursum of New Mexico. It may 
require a recount to settle the issue. Sena- 
tor Walsh, (Dem.), another member of 
Massachusetts, will be succeeded in the 
Senate by Speaker Gillett after March 4. 
There are no other prospects of changes in 
the Senate Military Affairs Committee as 
a result of the election, although in the re- 
organization of the Senate, which it is be- 
lieved will be done by the regular Republi- 
cans, there may be some changes. p 

Senator Ball was defeated in the pri- 
maries and will retire from the Senate 
Committee on Naval Affairs after March 
4. He will be succeeded in the Senate 
by Colman Dupont, but it has not been 
decided who will succeed him on the Naval 
Affairs Committee.

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ARMY FIGHTS TO 7-7 
TIE WITH YALE TEAM 


Cadets Outplay Yale Eleven 
But Fail To Break Up 
Eli Defense 


SHOW POWERFUL ATTACK 


ARMY and Yale fought to a 7-7 tie be- 

fore a crowd of 78,000 at the Yale 
Bowl, New Haven, on November 1, the 
Military Academy eleven outplaying their 
“Big Three” opponent, according to the 
consensus of opinion among the football 
experts who witnessed the game. 

A sensational run by Pond, Yale haft- 
back, early in the game saved the Elis from 
defeat. Harry Wilson, Army halfback, on 
an 18-yard gain, put the Cadets in a posi- 
tion to score and finally plunged over the 
line for the Army’s tally. 

The game was still in its infancy when 
Pond broke loose for a 48-yard run that 
gave Yale its touchdown. The seven points 
resulting from that bit of fancy running 
loomed larger and larger as the next two 
quarters ended. Time and again in the 
interim the Army worked the ball down 
into Yale territory only to lose possession 
of it when a score seemed inevitable, even 
to the partisan Yale rooters. It was the 
superb defense of the Yale backfield, ac- 
cording to report, which stopped Army each 
time. 

Finally, along about the middle of the 
last quarter, Harry Wilson, former Penn 
State star, decided to take matters in his 
own hands. Wilson had been thwarted 
steadily by the wary Yale ends and the 
hard-working Yale backs, who rushed here 
and there to render assistance to the out- 
charged Eli forwards, but his moment came 
at last when a penalty for offside had 
given the Army a first down on the Yale 
27-yard line. 


ARMY SCORES 


With the cadets in the cheering-section 
clamoring for a score, Wilson, on second 
down, after Yeomans had lost ground, took 
the ball on a delayed pass and dashed 18 
yards to Yale’s 14-yard line. He circled 
around Osborne’s end and a touchdown was 
averted temporarily only by a flying tackle 
by Failing. Two plays later, Wilson, on 
the same kind of an Army formation, knifed 
his way through the Yale line for the nec- 
essary 12 yards and the touchdown that 
sent the Army back to its Hudson home 
with a hard-earned tie. 

Captain Garbisch sent a  drop-kick 
squarely between the Yale goal posts for 
the tying point. 

The Elis threatened twice after that. 
In each instance they were unable to gain 
any degree of consistency, and Luman took 
long, desperate chances to break the tie 
by means of a field goal. Neither attempt, 
however, came close.

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GENERAL ANSON MILLS 
DIES IN WASHINGTON 





Noted Indian And Civil War 
Fighter Interred At 
Arlington 





TRIBUTE BY GEN. MILES 





RIG. GEN. ANSON MILLS, U.S.A., 

retired, died in Washington, D. C., on 
November 5. He was interred in Arling- 
ton Cemetery with full military honors on 
November 7. 

General Mills was born in Indiana on 
August 31, 1884. He was a member of 
the class of 1857 at the United States Mili- 
tary Academy. His Army career began in 
May, 1861, as first lieutenant in the 18th 
TT. S. Infantry. He was made captain in 
April. 1863, and transferred to the 3d Cav- 
alry January 1, 1871. He was promoted 
to the rank of major in the 10th Cavalry in 
1878. and while serving in the 4th Cavalry 
in March, 1890, was made a_ lieutenant 
colonel. 

On Angust 16, 1892, he was transferred 
to the 3d Cavalry and given the rank of 
colonel. In June, 1897, he was made a 
brigadier general, and he was retired, at 
his own request, soon thereafter. 


STAYED WITH REGIMENT 
In the Civil War General Mills never 
absented himself from his regiment. and 
participated in each of its engagements. 
Tle also took part in most of the Indian 
wars. and commanded troons at the battle 
of Slim Buttes, Dak., in September, 1876. 


INVENTED WEB BELT 

Resides his military service, General 
Mills was an inventor. one of his creations 
heing the woven cartridge belt and the 
loom for its manufacture. The belt is now 
used hy the Tinited States Army and Navy 
and the British Army. 

Surviving General Mills is his daughter, 
Mrs. Constant Mills Overton, wife of Maj. 
Winfield S. Overton, U.S.A., retired. 

Lt. Gen. Nelson A. Miles. U.S. A.. re- 
tired, naid tribute to the memory of Gen- 
eral Mills. whom he described as “a dis- 
tinenished general, a most valued and 
worthy citizen, a profound and earnest 
natriot.” His death. General Miles added, 
is a serions loss to the Army, to the com- 
munitv where he was a generous henefac- 
tor. and a loss to the nation. as well as to 
his nearest relatives and friends.”

CHINESE GENERAL FENG 
SEIZES FORBIDDEN CITY 


CCORDING to recent reports from Pe- 

king. the troops of Christian General 
Feng seized the Forbidden City for the 
State on November 5 and drove ex-Emperor 
Tisuan Tang and his family from the pal- 
ace.. The dispatch reads: 

“The military is occupying the entire 
Forbidden City in force, sealing all stores 
and archives in the imperial palace. Feng’s 
representatives allege that the palace was 
taken over for the use of the new govern- 
ment, although the abdication treaty is 
said to provide that this palace was to be 
maintained as the residence of the Manchu 
honsehold. 

“Premier Hwang-fu, who is of pro- 
nounced bolshevik tendencies, adopted a 
series of mandates abolishing forever the 
title of emperor and all other titles and 
confiscating the palace in the name of the 
State. The mandates say that the action 
was taken at the request of the military 
commanders, 

“A further mandate agrees to pay the 
former emneror 8&500,000 annually as a 
private citizen and to appropriate $2.000,- 
000 for the relief of the attendants of 
the household. The emneror surrendered 
the imnerial seals this afternoon. and they 
are now in the possession of the cabinet. 
These mandates stipulate that all except 
nroved private property of the Manchu 
household goes to the people’s government. 

“Every action of the group holding Pe- 
king since General Feng’s coup shows bol- 
shevist tendencies. There is every indica- 
tion that M. Karakhan. soviet envoy to 
China. is working through Hwang-fu, Dr. 
“hen Ting Wang and General Feng to 
bring China over to holshevism. It is 
stated that Sun Yat Sen. leader of the 
South China faction, has been invited to 
join the Peking groun. 

“General Wn is renorted to be waiting 
on board shin at Takn owing to develop- 
ments sinee General Feng’s followers ap- 
prrently have gone hevond the intentions 
of Chang Tso-lin. which was to place

RESERVE CONVENTION 
BACKS REGULAR ARMY 


Resolutions Passed Include 
Indirect Request For 
More Regulars 


WANT TRANSPORTATION 


HE Reserve Officers’ Association passed 

a number of resolutions concerning the 
Regular Army among the eighteen adopted 
by them in their third annual convention 
at Columbus, Ohio, October 24-25-26. 


The resolutions passed are as follows: 


(1) BRK IT RESOLVED, That it is the sense 
of this Convention that organized reserves be 
trained by units, and, further, that officers be 
ordered to duty, with the understanding that an 
officer may be excused for cause. 

(2) BE IT RESOLVED, That the Assovia- 
tion recommend that Reserve Officers be designated 
as Reserves. 

(3) BE IT RESOLVED, That the Association 
recommend a four year tour of duty for regular 
officers assigned to service with the Reserves. 

The fourth resolution if carried out will nec- 
essitate an increase in the number of regular 
officers, it is said. It reads: 

(4) BE IT RESOLVED, That the Association 
recommend that there be at least one regular 
army officer assigned as an executive to every 
regiment or corresponding unit of the Organized 
Reserves. 

(5) BE IT RESOLVED, That Congress be 
asked to extend to the Reserves, in the perform- 
ance of their military duties, the franking privi- 
lege. 

(6) BE IT RESOLVED, That the War De- 
partment take the necessry steps to secure for 
Reserve Officers credit for active duty for time 
spent on correspondence courses completed; and, 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED. That credit for 
active duty be extended to Reserve Officers for 
time spent attending training camps, _ service 
schools and militury poxrds, at their own expense. 

(7) BE IT RESOLVED, That the War Depart- 
ment be urged to take the necessary steps to 
establish regulations by which Regimental, Bat- 
talion and Company Commanders be given full 
active duty credit for maintaining their respec- 
tive units at a prescribed status. 

(8) BE IT RESOLVED, That the defense test 
should be held annually, and the date fixed as 
November 11th. 

(9) BE IT RESOLVED, That the Association 
is in favor of immediately developing the enlisted 
reserve to authorize strength, and is further in 
favor of calling all enlisted men into training 
each year, provided that men may be excused for 
cause, 

(10) BE IT RESOLVED, That 
facilitate the organization of Organized Reserve 
units, as contemplated in the National Defense 
Act, and to permit the building up of local units 
with the desired ‘“‘esprit de corps,’’ regulations 
be so revised as to permit an officer of any 
grade being assigned to a vacancy calling for the 
next higher grade in a unit allocated to a re- 
erniting area within which the officer is resi- 
dent, provided that there is no officer of the 
rank required by Tables of Organization (War 
Strength )to fill the vacancy and qualified for 
the assignment, resident within the recruiting 
area of the unit in which the vacancy exists. 

(11) BE IT RESOLVED, That Congress be 
urged to provide funds for the training of one- 
third of the Reserve officers for fifteen days on 
active duty, also one thousand additional officers 
for more than fifteen days, and seven hundred 
twenty officers for active duty with the C.M.T.C. 

(12) BE IT RESOLVED, That it is the sense 
of this Convention that the Association officers 
should advocate an increase of funds for aviation 
training facilities for reserve officers, and that 
they should further the development of aviation 
training units in the R.O.T.C. and in the C.M.T.C. 

(13) BE IT RESOLVED, That legislation be 
requested for adequate provision for transporta- 
tion for the use of Regular Army officers on duty 
as executive of organized reserve units, so that the 
development and training of the units of the 
organized reserves may be carried on efficiently. 

(14) BE IT RESOLVED, That, since the pres- 
ent mileage allowance for Reserve Officers ordered 
to active duty is insufficient to cover the actual 
expenses of travel, we respectfully request the 
Congress of the United States to increase such 
mileage allowance to the amount authorized for 
regular officers. 

(15) BE IT RESOLVED, That Reserve Officers 
ealled into active service, who are temporarily 
or permanently disabled while in said service, 
shall be entitled to receive the same pay and 
allowances as officers of the Regular Army, so 
long as the disability lasts.

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ORDNANCE HEAD TALKS 
ON LESSONS OF WAR 


Delivers Address At Army 
Industrial College On 
Supply Plans 


STRESSES PREPARATION 


HAT the supply branches of the Ord- 

nance Department are capitalizing the 
lessons of the war in plans for the utili- 
zation of industry in the event of another 
war, were the oustanding points in_ the 
address delivered by Maj. Gen. C. C. Wil- 
liams, Chief df Ordnance, before the Army 
Industrial College last week. These plans 
are grouped into two categories, viz., first, 
the problem of the procurement of com- 
mercial articles and, secondly, the procure- 
ment of non-commercial articles. The for- 
mer includes articles normally required by 
the people of the country during peace- 
time. while the latter articles have no com- 
mercial counterparts. 

In his address General Williams pointed 
out that the Ordnance Department in time 
of peace was engaged in making prepara- 
tions to meet war time problems. and that 
in the solution of these responsibilities. it 
was first not only necessary to determine 
the nature and scope of the problem but 
that the requirements of the War Depart- 
ment’s Military program must be consid- 
ered in its solution. Material procurement 
plans hinge on the computation of require- 
ments. and before any production can be 
scheduled, it must be known what we need 
and in what quantity. 

Among the important sub‘ects discussed 
by General Williams were the functional sys- 
tem, drawings and specifications, quantity 
production of munitions, and the machine 
tool problem. In the course of his ad- 
dress, General Williams said in part as fol- 
lows : 

“The first question which arises is that 
of the organization for procurement which 
should be prescribed to permit of the effi- 
‘ient management of the problem. The 
World War was a helpful teacher in this 
respect. We experimented with several 
systems of organization with more or less 
disastrous results and, in passing, I want 
to remark that one of these was the so- 
called functional system. Under this sys- 
tem, production, inspection, and other fune- 
tions of the Ordnance Department were 
grouped into divisions for carrying on the 
separate functions for all Ordnance items. 

“There soon resulted considerable con- 
fusion and lack of co-ordinated effort among 
the functional divisions and, toward the 
end of the war, we passed to an organiza- 
tion along commodity lines in which each 
division of the office assumed the various 
functions pertaining to items allocated to 
the division for procurement. For ex- 
ample, the artillery division assumed pro- 
duction, inspection, and all other functions 
pertaining to artillery material. We found 
this arrangement so satisfactory that we 
lave adopted it for our peace-time organiza- 
tion for the Department. 


EXPLAINS ORGANIZATION 

“The peace time organization is so con- 
structed that the transition from peace to 
War is one of expansion, not of reorganiza- 
ton. Previously assigned reserve officers 
will be called in successive echelons to fill 
lositions in the peace time skeleton organ- 
vation until the full development is at- 
tained. Civilians for key positions are 
also listed for call when needed. For M- 
Day there remains only the problem of re- 
erulting civilians for clerical positions in 
the organization, a task which should be 
asy of performance since there should be 
0 shortage of such personnel. There are 
® many advantages to expansion from the 
ace time organization by absorption that 
Ay needless to dwell further on the sub- 
“Another feature of our plans is the in- 
purance that drawings and _ specifications 
for the standard designs are on hand wand 
Hre uy}-to-date.

spective  belligerents. Since munitions 
power is so important it is pertinent to the 
issue to examine into the relation of gages 
to a program for the development of such 
power. Of course it is not argued that 
munitions cannot be made without gages, 
since the French demonstrated during the 
war that it could be done. Other measur- 
ing instruments can be brought into play, 
but the rate of production will always be 
much less than that which could be at- 
tained with the proper complement of 
gages. 
PLANS FOR NEXT WAR 

“Our plans for the next war contemplate 
through preparation to insure a supply of 
gages in order that mass production may 
be secured as rapidly as possible. Such a 
program involves a considerable problem, 
the high poihts of which I will now en- 
deavor to outline. We have on hand as a 
war reserve nearly half a million pages 
which became the property of the Govern- 
ment after the World War. These gages 
are carefully catalogued and stored in the 
various arsenals. Theoretically they form 
a stock which we could issue immediately 
to manufacturers to tide over the gap until 
production of gages could be secured. 

“T should remark, however, in passing 
that our gage stocks have disadvantages. 
Miscellaneous designs, unbalanced sets, and 
other elements decrease the value of the 
war reserve nearly half a million gages in 
the early months of an emergency. We are, 
however, attempting to round out in the 
war reserve complete sets of gages for the 
quantity production of Ordnance material 
normally carried by an Infantry Division. 

“The production of munitions would be 
impossible without machine tools. Of 
course, the country is well provided with 
the standard machine tools required for 
commercial industry. Each industry also 
has its complement of special machine 
tools in adequate numbers. But when we 
approach industry for the production of 
non-commercial items in large numbers, 
the supply of the special purpose machine 
tools which are so necessary for mass pro- 
duction becomes a critical issue. In fact, 
the supply of such tools would probably 
be the factor limiting the time when mass 


production could be obtained. Machine 
tools of special design normally require 
months for their fabrication in time of 


peace, and it is reasonable to assume that 
in the confusion of war conditions the 
time required would be lengthened. 

“The machine tool problem is engaging 
our attention at the present time. We are 
securing the requirements of the various 
types needed and it is our intention to ad- 
vise eventually the Machine Tool Builders 
Association of our needs with the request 
that the Association recommend the firms 
from whom the tools should be obtained. 
The next step will be to approach the des- 
ignated firms with war orders. Particular- 
ly will it be necessary to supply these 
firms with as much information on the spe- 
cial purpose designs as can be assembled. 
There is a considerable quantity of infor- 
mation on these designs on hand which, 
if assimilated into proper factory plans 
by machine tool builders, will exercise a 
considerable influence on the time neces- 
sary to provide such tools in time of war. 


REPORT 6TH CORPS AREA

DISCUSS STATUS OF 
WHEELED ARTILLERY 


Tell Of Merits And Advance 
In Type Of Guns And 


Howitzers 


NEW MOUNT IS PLANNED 


MEPItM artillery is the artillery which 

accompanies the corps and has for its 
principal mission counter-battery work, 
since the light artillery of the division does 
not provide for its own protection. 

This class of artillery has also the mis- 
sions of extensive harassing and interdict- 
ing fire along the corps front and to a 
greater depth than the capabilities of the 
divisional artillery, which was set forth 
in great detail in these columns recently. 

In order to accomplish these two mis- 
sions, the Caliber Board considers that 
two distinct types of artillery are neces- 
sary—a gun and a howitzer. The gun 
should have a range up to 18,000 yards 
with a pro‘ectile not over 100 pounds, and 
the howitzer a range up to 16,000 yards 
with a projectile not to exceed 100 pounds 
in weight. 

The weight of the piece limbered was de- 
sired to be less than 12,000 pounds, as that 
was the maximum load which could be 
handled by the bridge materials of the 
corps. It was found that the 4.7-inch gun 
and the 155 mm. howitzer best meet these 
requirements. 

The medium artillery materiél available 
during the World War and which is now 
on hand for our service is as follows: 

Four and seven-tenths inch Gun, M, 
1906, single trail type of carriage, 8 trav. 
deg.. 15 elev. deg., range 8860 yards (45 
lb. shell), 7550 yards (60 lb. shrap., weight 
8070 Ibs.; 155 mm. Howitzer, M). 1918 
(Schneider), single trail type of carriage, 
G trav. deg.. 42 elev. deg., 12,270 yds. 
range, weight 7600 Ibs. 

The 4.7-inch gun, model 1906, has too 
short a range for medium artillery missions. 
These ranges are those obtainable with 
the elevation permitted by the carriage. If 
elevated to 43 deg.. so as to obtain the 
maximum range, this gun would give a 
range of about 14,000 yards, which is con- 
siderably less than desired. 

The 155 mm. howitzer. model 1918, 
(Schneider), was used as divisional artil- 
lery during the war, although it was re- 
garded as too heavy for the purpose. The 
power of the projectile is considered as 
satisfactory, but the howitzer has too short 
a range for medium (or corps) artillery. 

Based upon the experience of the World 
War. the following experimental medium 
artillery materials have been constructed 
with a view to the development of satis- 
factory artillery for corps use (all split 
tail type of carriage) :

CARRIAGE MOUNTS 

As in the case of divisional materiél, an 
attempt was first made to mount the gun 
and howitzer on the same carriage, and 
two units were built of the 1920 model 
which mount interchangeably either one. 
The carriage is of the same general type 
as the 155 mm. G. P. F. gun carriage, 
model 1918, with hydro-pneumatic con- 
trolled recoil. 

A quick-return mechanism is provided 
to facilitate loading, as is also a safety 
mechanism to prevent fire when the cradle

is not locked to the rocker. 2 
equalize the loads on the earriage and 
limber wheels for travelling, the gun or 


howitzer may be retracted to a travelling 
position. The mechanism for changing 
the carriage from travelling to firing po- 
sition is built into the axle. and no separate 
‘acks are required, as for the G. P. F., 
for spreading the trail. 

As the weight of the unit with cannon 
and limber is over 15.000 pounds, it was 
necessary to provide a transport wagon 


to carry the gun or howitzer in order that 
the total weight for any one load would 
be below the maximum of 12,000 pounds. 
The wagon with cannon weighs approxi- 
mately 9000 pounds. 

It was determined from tests of this 
materiél that it is best to mount the gun 
and howitzer on carriages designed specifi- 
cally for each. The 1920 model carriage 
is much heavier than is desired for a gun 
carriage, and is now being ‘considered as 
a howitzer carriage only for the remainder 
of its test. This carriage has many de- 
fects, and it is not believed that it will 
be satisfactory for service use. Difficulty 
has been experienced in the strength of 
the top carriage, and while the carriage 
stood up under the firing program so far, 
it is not believed that it would be satis- 
factory for service use. One unit is now 
at Fort Bragg for service test, while the 
other is at Aberdeen Proving Ground. 

WEIGHT IS LESS 

With a view to providing a carriage spe- 
cifically designed to mount a gun only, the 
4.7-inch gun materiél, model 1921, was 
designed and built. The carriage is of 
the same general type as the 1920 model. 
The total weight of the unit is much less, 
however, and the gun and carriage with 
limber weighs just below the total of 12,- 
000 pounds. *One unit of this materiél is 
now at Aberdeen undergoing test. The 
carriage has a hydro-pneumatie controlled 
recoil with constant length of recoil of 48 
inches. No quick return mechanism is 
provided on the gun carriage, as it has 
been considered that it may be loaded satis- 
factorily up to its maximum elevation of 
45 degrees. The tests so far have indi- 
eated that this carriage is much superior 
to the 1920 model to mount the gun. 

In conclusion, it can be said that a new 
design is now being made of a carriage to 
mount the 155 mm. howitzer only. The 
general type of the carriage is the same 
as that of the 4.7-inch gun carriage, model 
1921. The best features of the 1920 and 
1921 model carriages are being included in 
this design. 

It is expected that the total weight of 
this unit in firing position will be approxi- 
mately 13,000 pounds. The recoil mech- 
anism will be of the hydro-pneumatie type 
with a constant length of recoil, while the 
total elevation and traverse will be the same 
as for the 1920 model carriage. A quick 
release mechanism is considered necessary 
and will be included.

MEMORIAL IS BUILDING 


The memorial is a three-story building 
erected on the shores of Lake Maxinkuckee. 
It is the gift of the board of trustees of 
the Academy and was presented by E. R. 
Culver, president of the board, to the Cul- 
ver alumni as a tribute to their school 
fellows lost in the war. The structure 
embraces a dormitory and club for the ex- 
elusive use of the Academy alumni and 
the large Academy library, as well as an 
assembly room, a suite for the board of 
trustees and a shrine in which have been 
placed a marble tablet bearing the names 
of the men to whom the building is dedi- 
cated, their photographs and a volume giv- 
ing their individual war records, 

‘Phere were 62 alumni who died in ser- 
vice; 34 in the Army, 14 in the Army Air 
Service, seven in the Navy, four in the 
Marines and three with the Allied Armies. 

The structure is of the Tudor Gothic 
type of architecture, the exterior of brick 
and stone and the interior of Indiana lime- 
stone. Old English and Italian ideas in 
the interior design, decorations and fur- 
nishings give an old-world character to the 
main entrance hall and the wing containing 
the club rooms. Cathedral window glass, 
beamed ceilings, an antique fountain and 
Italian stairways and balcony supply rare 
touches of distinction uncommon to build- 
ings in the new world. 


PLAN DINNER FOR GEN.

NOTES FROM THE BATTLE FLEET

HE U.S.S. West Virginia, the latest and 

last of the battleships to join the Battle 
Fleet for some time to come, arrived in 
San Pedro at 10.30 A. M., October 27, and 
reported to the Commander-in-Chief, Bat- 
tle Fleet, for duty.

The U.S.S. West Virginia was 
immediately assigneed her schedules for 
preparation for target practice, and early 
on October 28 began intensive training for 
these practices. 


HE Navy Day celebrations on October 

27 were participated in by practically 
all ships of the Battle Fleet. On the U.S. 
S. California a very complete schedule of 
drills was laid out by the officers, and it 
is estimated that over 15,000 people came 
aboard the California on that date. The 
two seaplanes attached to the U.S.S. Cali- 
fornia were catapulted during the day, and 
on one of the trips Captain Hasbrouck of 
the California was a passenger in the Cali- 
fornia’s No. 1 plane. 


DMIRAL ROBISON and his staff were 

guests of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Long Beach at a luncheon at which Ad- 
miral Robison spoke. Various officers 
from the Fleet addressed the schools of 
the surrounding towns and an exceptional 
unlooked-for amount of enthusiasm was 
shown by the people. 


Two planes belonging to the Aircraft 

Squadrons, Battle Fleet, crashed on 
Navy Day, October 27. Lt. A. P. Flagg 
crashed at El Centro, Calif., without in- 
jury to personnel and with only minor in- 
juries to the plane. Lt. E. L. Adams also 
erashed at Oxnard, Calif., with no injury 
to personnel and with minor injuries to 
material. Both pilots were flying over 
various cities distributing pamphlets on 
Navy Day, and the crashes were due to 
forced landings with no proper landing 
fields nearby. 


N October 28 a seaplane attached to 

the Naval Air Station, Honolulu, made 
a forced landing at sea between the islands 
of Maui and Hawaii, due to engine failure. 
The personnel of the plane was taken off 
by the U.S.S. Ludlow, but due to the heavy 
sea that was running it was impossible to 
pick up the plane, which was badly dam- 
aged by the sea. 


HE U.S.S. Idaho completed firing short 

range battle practice on October 25. The 
U.S.S. Idaho has completed torpedo prac- 
tice in addition to the above, and proceeded 
to the Navy Yard, Puget Sound, on No- 
vember 2 for overhaul. 


ICE ADM. H. A. WILEY transferred 

his flag from the U.S.S. New Mexico 
to the U.S.S. West Virginia on Thursday, 
October 30. The following day the U.S.S. 
New Mexico reported to Rear Adm. W. V. 
Pratt as flagship of Battleship Division 4, 
Admiral Pratt hoisting hi. flag on the U.S. 
S. New Mexico immediately. The U.S.S. 
Arizona, when Admiral Pratt hauled down 
his flag from her, reported to Battleship 
Division 3. 

The present assignment of flagships 
among the Battleship Divisions will prob- 
ably remain for many years. The U.S.S. 
California, U.S.S. Pennsylvania and U.S. 
S. New Mexico have all acted at various 
times as Fleet Flagship, and with the U. 
S.S. West Virginia are particularly well 
equipped to handle the large amount of 
administrative work required of unit com- 
manders, 


HE U.S.S. Medusa, the new Fleet Re- 

pair Ship, having completed her trial 
runs, left Puget Sound for San Pedro on 
October 30 and joined the Battle Fleet 
on November 3. 


APT. G. C. DAY, Commander Subma- 
_ Tine Divisions, Pacific, who has been 
inspecting Submarine Divisions 9 and 14 
at Pearl Harbor, sailed on October 25 
for San Francisco on the S. S. President 
Pierce, arriving there October 31. Cap- 
tain Day proceeded to Mare Island and 
hoisted his flag on the U.S.S. Beaver. 


BOARD consisting of Capt. R. R. 

Belknap,, U. S. Navy, as senior mem- 
ber, Lt. Comdr. C. E. Van Hook, Lt. 
Comdr. R. G. Coman and Lt. A. D. Struble, 
has been convened in the Battle Fleet to 
investigate and report on the radio com- 
pass situation on the Pacific Coast. 

The Board will carefully consider the 
long stretch of coast line on the Pacific 
Coast on which there are comparatively 
few aids to navigation and will make 
recommendations covering the building of 


such additional radio compass stations as 
may be necessary to properly safeguard 
the ships passing up and down the coast. 


HE U. S. Army Transport Chateau 

Thierry left San Francisco November 
7 for the East Coast. She took a number 
of officers and 180 men from the Battle 
Fleet who are being sent to the East Coast 
for discharge upon the expiration of their 
enlistments.

S. California, flagship of the Battle Fleet, 
the U.S.S. West Virginia, flagship of Bat- 
tleship Divisions, Battle Fleet, and the U. 
S.S. Colorado proceeded to San Diego on 
November 1 and anchored inside the har- 
bor. These ships will remain at anchor in 
San Diego harbor until November 10. 

Admiral Robison is making the trip to 
San Diego to informally inspect the va- 
rious units of the Battle Fleet which are 
based in that vicinity. t 

The U.S.S. West Virginia and U.S.S. 
Colorado, at the request of Vice Admiral 
Wiley, will anchor in San Diego during 
their overhaul period.

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NAVY ENLISTED MEN ARE 
AWARDED THREE MEDALS 


HREE life-saving medals have been 

awarded by the Treasury Department 
to enlisted men of the Navy for heroic 
rescues from drowning. 

“Patrick Flaherty, ex-chief boatswain’s 
mate, U.S.N.R.F., rescued a shipmate, Wil- 
liam Sees, hospital apprentiee, U.S.N., on 
Dec. 19, 1917, when a lifeboat of the 
U.S.S. Martha Washingtn was accidentally 
cast loose while Sees was in the boat clean- 
ing out snow and ice. The boat slipped 
overboard and capsized upon striking the 
water. Flaherty immediately threw a ja- 
cob’s ladder over the side and descended, al- 
though it was covered with ice. He se- 
cured a line with a hook to the overturned 
boat and quickly righted it. Sees was 
found inside the boat holding tightly to one 
of the thwarts. He was hoisted on board 
and sent to the sick bay. 

“Joseph Patrick Feeley, boatswain’s 
mate, 2d class, U.S.N., attached to the U. 
S.S. Maury, on March 4, 1924, dived over- 
board and rescued one of the men under 
his charge who had been painting the ship’s 
side and fallen overboard. The man made 
an attempt to swim to the ladder on the 
boom but became frightened and sank. 
Feeley brought him aboard, although he 
was completely helpless, and would have 
drowned but for the prompt action of 
Feeley. 

“Archie Burnett Sanford, seaman first 
class, on March 18, 1924, went to the as- 
sistance of a civilian who had jumped off a 
ferry boat with the intention of committing 
suicide. Although the man struggled and 
begged to be allowed to drown, Sanford suc- 
ceeded in towing him to the port side of 
the U.S.S. Undaunted, and in tying a 
heaving line which had been thrown him 
about the man. 

“Flaherty enrolled in the Naval Reserve 
Force on November 5, 1917, and was honor- 
ably discharged on September 30, 1921. 
Next of kin, Mrs. Margaret Flaherty, 223 
23d St., Brooklyn, N. Y. 

“Feeley re-enlisted in the Navy on No- 
vember 14, 1921. Next of kin, brother, 
John Feeley, 18 West Court St., Pitts- 
field, Mass. 

“Sanford enlisted in the Navy on Janu- 
ary 3, 1923. Next of kin, mother, Mrs. 
Mary Sanford, 701 Riverside Drive, Seat- 
tle, Wash.”

i resolution of the Reserve Officers 
Association providing that there will 
ut least one regular officer assigned as 
m executive to every regiment or corre- 
sonding unit of the Organized Reserve 
alls attention to the shortage of Regular 
oficers in developing the Army _ of. the 
United States under the amended National 
Defense Act. a 

The original program of the War De- 
partment in creating a Regular Army un- 
der the National Defense Act provided for 
1400 Regular officers. General Pershing, 
responding to the demand for economy in 
Government expenditures, offered to make 
a reduction to 1300 as a temporary meas- 
ure. Congress made a further reduction to 
1200 over the protest of Secretary Weeks 
and General Pershing. 

The time is approaching when the War 
Department and Congress must meet the 
situition and provide for an increase of 
at least to 1800 if the National Defense 
Act is to be made effective. There should 
be at least 150,000 men in the Regular 
Army if the plans of developing the Army 
of the United States along sane and sound 
lines is to be carried out by those in 
authority. General Pershing referred in 
his War College speech to the Regular 
Army as the faculty of the Army of the 
United States, and if the proper instruc- 
tion is to be given to the junior com- 
ponents there should be an increase in the 
strength of the faculty. 

There are now on duty with the Organ- 
ized Reserve 596 officers. This includes 
quite a number of officers, especially of 
engineers, Who have other duties and there 
is probably not many more than 500 who 
are assigned exclusively to duty with the 
Organized Reserves. 

‘he Reserve Officers who after several 
years experience have become intimately 
acquainted with the needs of the Organized 
Reserves are asking for a program which 
would require at least 716 Regular offi- 
cers. The Organized Reserves are there- 
fore short about 200 Regular officers of 
their actual needs. 

GUARD NEEDS OFFICERS 

THE same condition prevails in the Na- 

tional Guard as in the R.O.T.C. units 
at the colleges. There is on duty with the 
National Guard about 485 officers, while 
the Militia Bureau has asked from time 
to time for an increase to 590. Five hun- 
dred and ninety are needed at present. 
Even with this there will be a shortage 
of regular officers in the National Guard 
program. 

The National Guard should have at 
least 700 Regular officers which makes the 
shortage in that component of the Army 
of the United States of over 200 officers. 
The shortage with the R.O.T.C. units at 
the colleges is even greater. There are 
between 50 and 60 colleges which have 
been knocking at the doors of the War De- 
partment for the authority to establish 
R.O.T.C, units and those which are main- 
taining them are short of regular instruc- 
tors. 

The minimum requirement for the R.O. 
T.C. would be over a thousand officers if 
the War Department were to expand its 
activties in this direction to meet the 
present demands of the colleges. If the 
R.O.T.C, units are to furnish their share 
of the replacement in the Reserve Officers’ 
Corps, according to the War Department’s 
plan and as demanded by the Reserve Of- 
ficers Association over a half of the in- 
crease of 1000 officers could be used at 
the colleges as instructors. 

At present there are about 750 officers 
on duty at the colleges and double this 
number will be required to build up the 
Reserve Officers’ Corp and furnish replace- 
ments for the National Guard. 

In the consideration of the peri prob- 
lem for six field armies which i§¥ asked for 
in the resolutions of the Reserve Officers 
Asseviation, it should be borne in mind 
that the total expansion in commissioned 
Officevs in the event of war would reach 
over 260,000. This includes of course reg- 
ular National Guard and Reserve Officers 
that would be called up to command six 
field Armies of 18 Army Corps and 54 
Divisions, Thirteen thousand Regular or 
professional officers is a very small peace- 
time establishment for such an expansion, 
and the War Department and Congress 
should take steps immediately to secure 
an increase in the number of regular offi- 
cers as fast as the regular establishment 
can absorb them. 

GENERAL COE FIRST WITNESS 
7ITH Maj. Gen. Frank W. Coe, Chief 

_ of Coast Artillery appearing as first 
Witness, the General Board of the Navy 
which is making a study of the effec- 


tiveness of air attack on battleships recon- 
vened on November 4. The General Board 
intends to secure information from the 
Army by calling the representatives of 
every point of view upon the Air Service 
and before it concludes the General Board 
will probably have the most complete tes- 
timony on the controversy that has ever 
been taken by committee or board, it is 
said. 

The most vigorous Air Service partisans 
ean not charge that the Board is not hear- 
ing the representatives of every school of 
thought on the question before it. 

The line of questions that are being 
asked the witness indicate that the Gen- 
eral Board appreciates the importance of 
its task. It realizes that the entire sub- 
ject will be brought up in Congress again. 
There is no doubt but that it will have 
definite recommendations covering the whole 
subject of the sea and air force to submit 
to the President by the time Congress con- 
venes. 

The report doubtlessly will be made pub- 
lic by the President and sent to Congress 
for its consideration, according to report. 


WANT NAVY AIR FORCE 

LIE fact that the members of the Gen- 

eral Board have resented the sugges- 
tion, that they do not appreciate the im- 
portance of an Air Force indicates that 
the Board will submit a comprehensive 
program. It is scarcely regarded asa secret, 
and in fact it is frequently stated that the 
autnorities in the Navy Department believe 
in developing an Air Force to co-operate 
closely with the Navy. The general sen- 
timent of the Navy is that an Air Force 
should be as much a part of the Navy 
as submarines. 

It is maintained that the logic of this 
thought is that the personnel of the Air 
Force should be trained with the Navy 
and be a part of the sea force. The planes 


should be designed and especially equipped ° 


tor the Navy and an entire air force should 
be organized and trained to co-operate 
with the Fleet just as any other unit of 
the sea force. 

This, however, does not indicate that 
the General Board will not put before the 
President an extensive air program. There 
is no doubt that Congress would be fully 
satisfied with the dimensions of the pro- 
gram recommended by the General Board. 
The cost of this program is very apt to 
shock the sensibilities of the economists in 
Congress. 

The program will start a fight in Con- 
gress, observers state. The recommenda- 
tions for the Air Service will go to Con- 
gress as a supplementary budget from the 
Navy Department. In the beginning the 
understanding was that any increase in 
the cost of the Air Service for the Navy 
made by the General Board would not 
go in the regular estimates that will be 
submitted when Congress convenes. 

The recommendations of the General 
Board for an increase in the estimates for 
a Navy Air Service is assured of striking 
a cross-current in Congress. The advo- 
cates of a separate Air Service have made 
some very active converts in both the Sen- 
ate and the House and the question natur- 
ally arises—Will the separate air faction 
in Congress oppose the recommendation of 
the General Board for a new program for 
the Navy. ‘ 

The General Board’s recommendations 
will open up the whole subject in Congress 
with the result of a flood of oratory during 
the consideration of the supplementary es- 
timates. 


ARMY CASES IN COURT 


HE Legal Department of the Army 

AND Navy JOURNAL has been advised 
that the Department of Justice has closed 
taking testimony in the Rockwood case 
and in the Lauderdale case. General An- 
sell will file his brief in both cases within 
a week or so and the Department of Jus- 
tice, under the ruling of the Court of 
Claims, will be given not to exceed 60 
days to file its brief. 

Unfortunately, the Government almost 
invariably waits until the last day to file 
a brief or make a motion, but at the 
longest it is not believed that the hearings 
in the cases can be delayed longer than 
January session of the Court of Claims. 

The decision of the Court of Claims 
should be out not later than the early 
part of next year. The Rockwood case, 
it will be recalled, involves the right of 
the Government to make a rental allow- 
ance for one period while an officer is en- 
titled to pay of another period. The Lau- 
derdale case effects retired officers who are 


placed on active duty as instructors at 
colleges. The Comptroller General decided 
that they were not entitled to longevity 
pay and rights of promotion for their ac- 
tive service at colleges. 


COMPTROLLER DICTATES W. D. ORDERS 


AN opinion in the Legal Department 

of the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL in 
last week and another in this issue on the 
question as to whether an officer who 
travels on a transport from New York to 
San Francisco and then to the Philip- 
pines should be deprived of his mileage 
allowance brings out the fact that the 
Comptroller General is in effect writing 
War Department orders. ‘This is a radical 
departure in the policy of the War De- 
partment and indicates that someone in the 
Department is co-operating closely with the 
Comptroller General in depriving army 
officers of their legal allowances, 

Under the law as has been tested in 
the Supreme Court of the United States, 
officers are entitled to mileage between 
points in the United States based on the 
usual and shortest route. This was writ- 
ten in law to prevent officers from select- 
ing longer routes which might be more 
attractive and at the same time secure in- 
creased mileage allowances, 

The law was framed to protect the Gov- 
ernment against unnecessary expense in 
the movement of officers from one station 
to another in the United States. In go- 
ing to the Philippines, orders were formerly 
written directing an officer upon reach- 
ing San Lvancisco to report to the Com- 
inunding General of the Vepartment where 
they would remain until a transport was 
avualabe. ‘ney were thus aliowed mise- 
uge trom New York or eastern points by 
tue direct route to San Francisco without 
regard to the route they took in making the 
trip. , 

4n an early decision, the Comptroller 
General took the position that an ofticer 
who made the trip trom New York or 
eastern points to San Francisco and from 
there went to the Philippines by transport, 
was entitled to mileage. This is the way 
the trip is actually made as there is no 
through service from the Atlantic coast to 
the Vnilippines. ‘The Supreme Court has 
held that an officer might go through the 
Arctic Ocean or around Cape Horn to 
San Francisco but that legally the termini 
of the trip would be at New York and 
San Francisco. 


COMPTROLLER REVERSES HIMSELF 


But the Comptroller General reversed 
his original decision and disregarded the 
Supreme Court decision by deciding that 
when an officer was ordered to the Phil- 
ippines by way’ of San Francisco that it 
is a continuous trip in foreign territory. 
He disregards the fact that an officer must 
stop at San Francisco and under the regu- 
lations report to the Commanding Officer of 
the Yth Corps Area. He insists that it 
is a continuous’ trip in foreign territory 
although in his previous decision and in 
the decision of the Supreme Court it was 
held to be a trip between New York and 
San Francisco. 

To support the Comptroller General in 
his contention, the orders to officers for 
a change of station from the East to the 
Philippines have been changed. The War 
Department no longer {publishes orders 
in which officers are directed to report to 
the Commanding General at San Francis- 
co and all’ references to awaiting a trans- 
port at San Francisco have been elimi- 
nated from the special orders as far as 
possible. The War Department in the word- 
ing of its special orders are going as far 
as they can in sustaining the Comptroller 
General’s decision. It is the first time 


that an officer from another department 
has dictated to the War Department in 
writing orders to the Army. 

The orders should be changed to read 
“by the direction of the Comptroller Gen- 
eral, 2d Lt. John Doe, shall proceed and 
so forth,” officers say. Why camouflage 
the fact that the Comptroller General is 
now Commander-in-Chief of the Army and 
Navy, they ask. 


MAY ABOLISH FINANCE DEPT. 


N connection with the general policy of 
economy which is being insisted upon 
by the Director of the Bureau of Budget 
it has been suggested that the Quarter- 
master Corps and the Finance Department 
should be consolidated. With the present 
small Regular Army it is insisted that all 
of the duties performed by the Finance 
Department could be handled by the Quar- 
termaster Corps without the least inter- 
ferring with the efficiency of the Regular 
Army. 

At one time there was a Quartermaster 
Department, a commissary department, and 
a pay corps, in the Army. In the interest 
of economy and the simplification of ad- 
ministration they were consolidated as the 
Quartermaster Corps. The Finance De- 
partment is the outgrowth of tendency 
throughout the country to segregate book- 
keeping and accounting, thus systematizing 
both public and private business. Many 
consider that like all reforms it has gone 
too far. 

Under the Budget system the strength of 
the Army is being gradually reduced. This 
year’s budget according to some reports 
will provide for an Army of only 110,000. 

The information which has leaked out 
of the session participated in by the Direc- 
tor of Budget and the Chief of the Finance 
Department indicates that the estimates 
will only be sufficient for an Army of that 
81ze, 

Congress will probably exercise its right 
to cut the budget And the Army may not 
get more than enough funds to maintain 
a strength of about 100000. Money is be- 
ing saved by not providing for an adequate 
Regular Army, the necessities of the Reg- 
ular Army proper. 


oO. R. C. REPLACEMENTS 

REPLACEMENTS for the Officers’ Re- 

serve Corps was one of the cniet sub- 
jects under consideration at the National 
Convention of the Keserve Ofticers’ Asso- 
ciation in session at Columbus, Ohio, a 
few weeks ago. While the Keserve Officers’ 
Corps during the past year has enjoyed a 
very gratifying growth, having passed the 
83,000 mark, the increase, according to 
the leaders of the Reserve Officers’ Asso- 
ciation is not sufficient for maintenance 
of the Corps at the strength that is re- 
quired under the plans in the War Depart- 
ment. 

During the past: two years there have 
been an increasing number of veterans of 
the World War who have joined the Ofl- 
cers’ Reserve Corps. It is believed that 
the number of War Emergency officers who 
will become members of the Corps has 
reached its peak. No figures are available ; 
but it is thought that about all of the 
emergency officers who can qualify physi- 
cally have become members of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps. In a few years the older 
veterans will begin to drop out of the 
Corps and their places must be taken by 
young men from the R.O.T.C., the C.M. 
T.C., and from the National Guard. It 
is these sources from which must come 
the young men who will build up the 
Reserve Officers’ Corps to its required 
strength. 

Highty-three thousand, the World War 
demonstrated is not sufficient for a major 
emergency. There was something like 200,- 
000 in active service either in this coun- 
try or overseas.

ILOTING a Barling Bomber to a height

erence for its flag. ‘ 
“Each man has opportunity for rapid 
advancement in authority and rating, and 
for increased pay, and for retired pay. 
IFFICULTIES have been found with 
machine gun ammunition belt tongs 
(brass) cracking from storage, causing belt 
to be unserviceable. This defect has been 
remedied by riveting the tong securely in- 
stead of depending on the spring loop to 
hold in original shape.

part of the Fort Benning, Georgia, mili- 
tary reservation. The Department of Ag- 
riculture will have charge of administration 
connected with forestration only. The use 
of the reservation for military purposes 
will remain paramount. 


APPROVAL has been given by the War 

Department of distinctive insignia for 
the 17th Infantry. Regular Army; 114th 
Infantry, New Jersey National Guard; 
and the 314th, Infantry, Organized Re- 
serves. 

HE Infantry Board has submitted an

N important development in the use of 

helium gas is a device called the bal- 
last-recovery apparatus which condenses 
liquids contained in the exhaust gases 
from the engines. Through this device 
the weight of the fuel which is consumed 
is taken care of in saving a similar weight 
in water. This eliminates the necessity of 
releasing some of the helium in order to 
keep the ship on an even keel as the fuel 
is consumed. 

In September of 1920 the Bureau of 
Standards and the War Department began 
their experimental work on this project, 
and about two years later the D-3 equipped 
with this original apparatus completed the 


first flight test at Langley Field, Va. The 
U.S.S. Shenandoah has been equipped with 
this ballast-recovery apparatus by the Navy 
Department, and it is being planned to 
equip the new Army semi-rigid airship 
with this same device. 


A§ a result of tests by the Infantry 

Board, the 75 mm, Infantry mortar 
earriage, model 1922H, will be modified in 
accordance with the recommendations of 
the Chief of Infantry, and one additional 
complete unit will be constructed for fur- 
ther Infantry test. Iso, a new 37 mm. gun 
and carriage, to be known as the model 
1925E, consisting essentially of the gun 
and cradle of the model 1923E materiél 
and the trail of the model 1916 37 mm. 
gun, with artillery type wheels 30 inches 
in diameter and a width of tread of 30 
inches, will be designed and a model con- 
structed. 


FoR the first time this year, Regular 
Army officers are being given an op- 
portunity to enroll for a course of study 
in the correspondence courses, which were 
first designed to be available for Reserve 
and National Guard officers and also civi- 
lians who were interested in this work and 
could qualify. Approximately 15,000 Re- 
serve and National Guard officers and civi- 
lians interested in this correspondence 
training method took these courses last 
year, and it is expected that more will 
take advantage of this training this year. 
In the 1924-1925 course a number of 
changes will be made in the preparation 
and publication of the pamphlets which 
are used in the course. These courses are 
designed to equip those taking the instruc- 
tion, which will fit them not only for the 
performance of duties of their present rank 
but which will prepare them for the du- 
ties of a higher rank. This instruction by 
correspondence consists of a lesson which 
is prepared by the student and a criticism 
of the student’s solution of the assigned 
task by the instructor,

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MARINES TRIUMPH IN

Quantico Team Trounces Ft. 
Benning Eleven, Making 
Six Tallies 


BIG SC ORE UNEXPECTED 


‘THE Quantico Marines took the power- 
ful Infantry School team into camp at 
Washington, D. C. on November’ 1 by a 
seore of 39-0, ; 
The Marines ran roughshod over their 
opponents, registering 29 first downs, get- 
ting all but 4 of them by rushing, while 
the Infantry could negotiate only 4, All 
of Army’s first downs were recorded in the 
last period, the first being the result of a 
penalty against the Marines, while forward 
passes accounted for the three others. 
Marine scoring was fast and furious. 
After Neal got his touchdown in the first 
period, the Marines again worked the ball 
close to the Infantry goal before the quar- 
ter ended, but Ryckman failed to boot a 
goal from placement at the outset of the 
second period.

SCORE TWO TOUCHDOWNS 


Two more touchdowns were tallied in 
the third quarter.

With a 
big lead, practically a substitute Marine 
team toiled in the fourth quarter, and it 
had to wait until near the end of activities 
before it put across the last Quantico touch- 
down. 

The Infantry was within striking dis- 
tance of the Marine goal but once.

PENN STATE DEFEATS 
SHATTERED NAVY TEAM 


Academy Holds Formidable 
Opponents to Brace of 
Field Goals 


SHOW IMPROVED DEFENSE 


INNING from the Naval Academy 

here last Saturday by 6 to 0, the 
points being scored on placement goals 
kicked by Prevost in the third and fourth 
quarters, Pennsylvania State had the bet- 
ter of the contest throughout, though the 
game was not without elements of encour- 
agement for the Navy. 

Two extremely powerful and well-coached 
lines opposed each other, though neither 
backfield was up to the standard which 
these teams have presented in former years. 
There was no Killenger, Wilson or Palm 
with Penn State this year, nor could the 
Navy send a Bill Ingram, a McKee or a 
Barchet down the field. 

For a time it looked as if Penn State 
would neutralize its superior attack, as it 
did against Georgia Tech and Syracuse, 
by its fumbling. In the first half it gained 
five first downs, all of them on series of 
straight line plays, but failed to score, 
largely because Gier and Artelt fumbled 
at critical times, Eddy, Navy’s new left 
guard, recovering the ball on both oceca- 
sions. 

It was a Navy fumble which put Penn 
State in position to make its first score, 
in the third quarter. Wellings mishandled 
one of Gray’s long punts and Prevost fell 
on the ball on Navy’s 20-yard line. The 
Navy’s stalwart line stood firm, however, 
but Prevost kicked a clean field goal from 
Navy’s 30-yard line. 

Another misplay by the Navy gave the 
ball to Penn State near the center of the 
field, and two fine passes put them in even 
a._better position to increase its score. 
ifiere was holding by the Navy after one 
of Gray’s punts, in the final quarter, and 
State was given the ball on Navy’s 48-yard 
line. A pass from Bergman to Lafferty 
gained 12 yards, and this was followed by 
another from Bergman to Helbig, which 
netted 25. Unable to continue the march 
towards the Navy’s goal line, Prevost 
kicked his second placement goal from the 
14-yard line and directly in front of the 
cross-bar. 

The Navy receiving the kickoff, and with 
but eight minutes of the game remaining, 
started a real attack for .one of the rare 
occasions this season. Passes by Hamil- 
ton to Albertson and H. Caldwell carried 
the ball to Penn’s 30-yard line, but another 
attempt found Hamilton running back and 
unable to get rid of the ball. This caused 
a loss of five yards, and time was called 
just as the Navy had attempted two line 
plays with small advances, 

The Navy line held as well as it has 
this year and showed that the defense to 
the straight attack had not been weakened. 
The direct attack of the Navy backfield is 
not so strong as it was when Shapley was 
a member, but this may be accounted for, 
in part, by the extraordinary strength of 
the State line. 

The Navy team showed that it had some 
capabilities along the line of the open at- 
tack, and its defense against it was, upon 
the whole, better than it had been. It has, 
however, a lot of work to do before it can 
hope to be a real danger to such a team as 
the Army, and this the Navy coaches will 
attempt to accomplish in the four weeks 
which remain before the Navy’s big game.

ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT NOTES 





At recent tests carried out at Aberdeen 

Proving Ground it has been found that 
with a change in the propelling charge Lot 
3001 of 2.24-inch cast-iron shell ammuni- 
tion can be used for target practice in 
tank guns. Picatinny Arsenal is carrying 
out investigations from samples of this 
lot. The shell is loaded with black pow- 
der. Upon receipt of the results of the 
arsenal’s investigation it will be possible 
to determine whether to proceed with the 
preparation of this ammunition for issue 
to the Service for tank gun target practice. 


RANKFORD Arsenal has been given an 
order for the modification of 1100 old 
model 3-in. point fuzed shell, to consist of 
re-banding with the new wide band and un- 
der cut at rear of band, for testing the new 
3-in. A. A. guns. One hundred of these 
shells will be banded with gilding metal. 


NEW caliber .30 tracer bullet, primari- 

ly designed for the purpose of giving 
a long trace, has been designed at Frank- 
ford Arsenal. 


‘THE Chief of Manufacture has approved 

the expenditure of funds at Picatinny 
Arsenal for the installation of equipment 
~ be used in drying of primers and detona- 
ors. 


"TWENTY white-phosphorous-loaded 100- 

lb. bombs are being held at Edgewood 
Arsenal for use in testing an improved 
quick-action nose fuze for smoke bombs. 
Ten Navy water-impact fuzes have been 
obtained for test in connection with this 
program. 


RANKFORD Arsenal has begun the 
manufacture of loading dies for the 
caliber .50 tracer bullet. When this manu- 
facture is completed, experimental loading 
and firing will be conducted. 


‘Two tentative designs of a simple tripod 

for Cavalry use have been submitted by 
Springfield Armory. The specifications re- 
quire both efficient ground use and anti- 
aircraft use with stable firing and great 
simplicity, as well as compactness and 
minimum weight, which complicate the de- 
sign. 


ICATINNY Arsenal has been requested 
to load and assemble 75 rounds of am- 
munition for shipment to Fort Bragg for 
test of the 155 mm. howitzer, model 1920. 


REPORT has been received from the 

Navy Department on two rounds of 
16-inch A. P. shot fitted with Mk. X base 
detonating fuzes, fired at oblique impact 
through 13%-inch plate. Both rounds de- 
tonated with high order. These fuzes had 
more sensitive primers and shorter delay 
(.05-inch) than standard fuzes.

OLLOWING the approval of the modi- 
fication of the L-pistol target to in- 
clude a sunplemental target comprising on- 
ly the bull’s-eye and out to and including 
the 4-ring, (as referred to previously in 
these columns), an amendment to basic 
allowance tables has been recommended 
which will provide for the issue of 10 L- 
targets, together with 40 supplemental tar- 
gets L-C, making a total of 50 bull’s-eyes 
fer each 100 men. 


MANUFACTURE has been authorized 

of an experimental saber of the fol- 
lowing snecifications: Blade a duplicate 
of the British blade; grip one and one-half 
inches longer than at present; guard same 
size as at present but widened at sides to 
allow more room for the hand: total weight 
not to exceed two pounds, 12 ounces. An 
experimental scabbard, somewhat similar 
to the nresent officers’ model, Cavalry, mod- 
el 1913. metal. will be manufactured at the 
same time. When completed, this material 
will be submitted to the Cavalry for test. 


AUTHORIZATION has been given for 

the purchase and test of several com- 
mercial tractors for possible use as medium 
and Corns tractors as Army or heavy trac- 
tors. Procurement has also been author- 


ized of certain parts for modification of 
two T-35 tractors at Fort Benning, for test 
by the Field Artillery. 

AS a result of tests by the Infantry 


Board, the 75 mm. Infantry mortar 
carriage, model 1922E, will be modified in 


accordance with the recommendations of 
the Chief of Iffantry and one additional 
complete unit will be constructed for fur- 
ther Infantry test. Also, a new 37 mm. 
gun and carriage, to be known as the mod- 
el 1925E, consisting essentially of the gun 
the trail of the model 1916 37 mm. gun, 
the trail of the bodel 1916 37 mm. gun, 
with artillery type wheels 30 inches in 
diameter and a width of tread of 30 inches, 
will be designed and a model constructed. 
Development of the 2.24-inch Infantry mor- 
tar will be discontinued. 


URING the year 1923, Springfield Ar- 

mory completed the manufacture of 
about 2000 caliber .22 rifles for the Na- 
tional Rifle Association. This type of rifle, 
in general, was later approved for manu- 
facture for issue to the Regular Army. 
However, before proceeding with the manu- 
facture, two designs of caliber .22 rifles 
were made, differing only in the type of 
rifling used in the barrel, in order to de- 
termine which type was the most accurate, 
i. e., 6-groove or 4-groove. These are now 
being tested at Aberdeen Proving Ground, 
Maryland. 

ICATINNY Arsenal has submitted a 

redesign of miniature firing mechanisms 
for W. P. and C. N. rifle grenades, and 
100 mechanisms will be manufactured for 
test. 

This arsenal is also making up 50 para- 
chute flares MK. III, for the Bombard- 
ment Group at Langley Field, for use in 
connection with a projected night flight 
in bombing formation from Langley Field 
to New York and return.

These employees were asked to state what 
benefits for themselves and the Radio Cor- 
poration they thought had been derived from 
their camp work.

“Perhaps the most valuable asset gained 
from attending Camp was the executive ex- 
perience which offered the opportunity of 
a study of human nature. One . lesson 
learned was that no two men have the same 
viewpoint and that each must be dealt with 
in a different manner. 

“The benefits derived by the R.C.A. from 
my attending Camp might be considered 
rather abstract and by most people insuwffi- 
cient to counterbalance the expense, Of 
course the good will of the employee for 
his employer is increased. The employee’s 
work should be further impreved due to his 
improved physical and mental condition: 
That the absence of the employee is in. part 
repaid to the Corporation ig fairly obvious, 
but to what extent is a matter of conjec- 
ture.” 

“In comsidering the benefits which I have 
derived during my month at Plattsburg, 
there arises in my mind first, the physical 
benefit. A month in the pure, clean air of 
Plattsburg, getting three square meals a 
day at regular intervals, regular habits, 
lots of exercise and sleep have made me 
feel like a different person. The discipline 
maintained in the Army, upheld in all 
cases, exerts its influence even after Cam 
days are over. The final benefit which 
would consider is that derived from my 
visit to historical places and to other 
places of less historical interest. I believe 
with many others, that travel is indeed an 
education in itself. Although we did not 
travel very far, the distance which we did 
travel taught me many things of which I 
had no knowledge formerly. These are 
only a few benefits but they serve to show 
the general benefits which can be accrued 
from a month of Camp life.”

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ARMISTICE DAY 


HE anniversary of Armistice Day in- 

evitably brings to the veteran who 
fought a picture of the last days of com- 
bat, finally terminated November 11, 1918. 
With the picture comes memories of the 
men who fought alongside of him; of those 
still present on that day, those killed in 
various combats, and those absent because 
of sickness or wounds brought on by the 
hardships of campaigning and by battle. 
At the same time memories of the tense 
emotions experienced during the war, and 
the feelings which the end brought, come 
back as vivid reminders of what that day 
really meant. 

With all the sympathy, respect and sor- 
rows for the dead which existed, Armi- 
stice Day, 1918, was not a day of mourn- 
ing for the killed in action. The dead 
were part of the price which had to be 
paid. The men who fought knew this 
payment would be exacted. From the be- 
ginning they had accepted this and made 
the sacrifice. 

The dominant thought was that success 
had been gained, a success which meant 
once more the triumph of American prin- 
ciples over opposing and incompatible ones. 
The emotions experienced sprang primari- 
ly from this thought of the victory of the 
principles in which they believed over those 
of the enemy. Thankfulness, not that 
peace had arrived. not that a chance ex- 
isted to mourn for and honor the dead, 
but that a dangerous and vital enterprise 
had been successfully concluded was the 
distinguishing mark of that day. 

The close approach of the sixth anni- 
versary of the Armistice sees a desire in 
some quarters to make it a day of mourn- 
ing for the dead, and in others there is 
being carried on a campaign to make it 
a day for the vigorous propagation of paci- 
fism. 

The veteran has a respect and sym- 
pathy for the dead killed in action which 
those who have not risked or seen death 
in battle do not begin to experience. From 


the past there has come to us a day set 
aside to honor and mourn the dead of the 
Armies and Navies of the United States, 





who gave up their lives for their country. 
This day, established by long custom, is 
Decoration Day. 


DESIRE FOR PEACE 


The desire for peace is natural to the 
human race. On the other hand, history 
shows that the desire for peace carried 
to the point where peace is considered of 
more importance than progress or justice 
has not only impeded the advancement of 
peoples, but led to their ruin. 

Any advance towards less selfishness in 
the world, towards a keener sense of just- 
tice, makes for peace and is welcomed 
by all. The mass of the pacifist propa- 
ganda is not based, however, on this point 
of view. It is based on the idea that 
peace can be had by doing away with the 
modern means of making war. It is based 
on the idea that peace can be had by dis- 
crediting the men who are willing to make 
the sacrifices which war demands. 

With the thoughts of Armistice Day, 
1918, coursing through his brain, with 
emotions of that day again dominant in 
his heart, the veteran can not but experi- 
ence a feeling of resentment that any of his 
fellow countrymen should consider the an- 
niversary of that day one in the celebra- 
tion of which the pacifist should be allowed 
any part. 

Greater than his personal hurt is the 
feeling that such a movement menaces the 
future security of the country, and the 
principles for which it stands. The Amer- 
ican people have only run part of their 
course. They are in a world in which the 
majority are opposed to the principles for 
which they stand. They are in a world 
torn by economic, racial and_ religious 
rivalries, 

Our past history repeatedly proves that 
had not the bearing of arms in the ser- 
vice of one’s country been considered an 
honor, that had not the majority of the 
men of the country believed that no sacri- 
fice of property or life was too great to be 
made to insure the continuance of dur 
principles, there would be to-day no United 
States of America. 

If there must be pacifists, let them have 
their own day, under their own leaders, 
in such a way that they can be counted by 
those who do not agree with them. Armi- 
stice Day should be the day for the glori- 
fication of the fact that we still breed men 
unafraid to give everything for their coun- 
try, and who believe it an honor and a 
glory to do so. 











PACIFISTS ATTACK EDUCATION 


HE National Educational Association 

will receive the cordial backing and 
enthusiastic endorsement of every patriotic 
citizen in its refusal to yield to pacifist at- 
tacks on its program for National Educa- 
tion Week, 

Those who have been following our 
pacifists are not surprised to find that the 
Women’s League for Peace and Freedom. 
the American Civil Liberties Union and 
the National Conncil for the Prevention 
of War are reported to be displaying their 
usual type of righteous indignation against 
the latest attempt of the “militarists” of 
the country to contaminate our youth. 

This time the terrible plot has been 
evolved by the American Legion. This 
body of militarists is endeavoring to co- 
operate in the exercises. Consequently a 
military tone is being given to the program. 
This, of course, is not to be tolerated by 
these ardent male and female defenders of 
the right of the individual to put himself 
first and his country second, or is it that 
the world is to be put first and the coun- 
trv seeond? 

_If there is one thing that the whole 
history of our country shows and, particu- 
larly, the period of 10 years prior to our 
entry into the war, it is that we need edu- 
ction with respect to the facts of war and 
peace. We have always gone along in a 
good-natured way, taking things as we 
found them, too often yielding through in- 
difference to those who, unwilling to face 
war, have wanted to leave us defenseless. 
As a consequence, when war came we have 
always paid the price of our indifference 
and our ignorance, in excessive destruction 
of property and of life and limb of the 
generation which does the fighting and in 
[pala taxation of the following genera- 
ion. 

No better example could be had of the 
point of view of our pacifists than the pro- 
tests on their part against the particiption 
in the educational week exercises of the 
men who, above all others, have set the 
example of putting the performance of 
duty towards one’s country above every 
personal interest and danger. 


VOICE OF THE SERVICES 


STABILIZING AND VITALIZING THE 
REGULAR ARMY 
To Tue Epiror: 


THE important problem of today is to 

build up an efficient and active Reserve 
and at the same time there looms on the ho- 
rizon the specter of the worst bloc in pro- 
motion in the history of our Regular Army. 
The interest and morale among professional 
military men is a very subtle force that de- 
pends for its maintenance largely upon 
work that is proportional to age, experience 
and length of service, in other words, by 
promotion, 

This may be had by an increase in the 
size of our regular establishment or by a 
judicious thinning out of commissioned per- 
sonnel. The first method is not in har- 
mony with popular ideas of military econ- 
omy so the second operation should be 
udopted. 

In the solution of this problem the oper- 
ation should not only remove the cause but 
the cure should be beneficial to the two 
components concerned, that is, the Regular 
Army and the Organized Reserves. The 
operation is simply to prune the Regular 
commissioned personnel and graft the cut- 
tings onto the Organized Reserves. In a 
nutshell, to create an inactive list whereby 
from 500 to 1500 commissioned officers are 
annually transferred from the active list 
of the Regular Army to an inactive list, 
to serve as active officers in the Reserve 
Corps. 


SELECTION OF OFFICERS 


The selection of officers from the active 
list is a difficult task, for it must be without 
favoritism, nepotism or malice, therefore 
it should be by volunteer application. In 
case a predetermined annual quota is not 
filled, the balance could be selected by lot 
in the different branches and grade quotas 
of all commissioned officers except general 
officers. It is proposed to transfer annu- 
ally from 500 to 1000 officers from the ac- 
tive list, Regular Army, to an inactive list, 
Regular Army, according to the following 
pay modulus—for 1000 officers: 

250 officers—10 years service—35% of pay 
and allowances. 

300 officers—15 years service—45% of 
pay and allowances. 

200 officers—20 years service 
pay and allowances. 

150 officers—25 years service—65% of 
pay and allowances. 

officers—30 years 
pay and allowances. 


EXPENSE OF INACTIVE LIST 


There results from the creation of such 
an inactive list a veritable paradox as re- 
gards the resultant expense of such an 
innovation— instance :

An officer on the inactive list will be 
assigned to organizations of the Organized 
Reserves as now done in case of Reserve 
Officers. He will have the same status as 
an organized Reserve Officer. Upon re- 
tirement for age at 60 years or disability he 
will draw 75% of his Organized Reserve 
pay. He will retain his place on the pro- 
motion list but his pay will not change on 
promotion. 

The inactive list is not to be confounded 
with retirements according to present law, 
such as those for age, disability and via 
the “B”’ boards, ete. 

The benefits of an inactive list are mu- 
tual. As to the Regular Army it is freed 
from promotion stagnation, a canker that 
eats into initiative and efficiency. More 
interest will be taken by the military in 
civil affairs and as a result there will be 
more understanding and sympathy between 
civil and military. That feeling of incar- 
ceration and loss of individual liberty that 


persists in spite of long years of militar 
habit would be eliminated for any office 
could return to civil life at any time and be 
recompensed for his services. 7 

Military knowledge and experience jg an 
asset of small value in civil pursuits and 
few can afford to disregard an accumulated 
capital represented by ten to twenty years 
military service and experience. On the 
other hand the inactive list will tend to 
eliminate that feeling of absolute security 
of position which often neutralizes ampj.- 
tion and initiative. 


RESERVES NEED EXPERIENCE 


As for the Reserves, it will give then 
that sadly needed leaven of professional 
military knowledge and experience in their 
local drills and exercises. It is the oply 
way possible to secure constant instruction 
and training. The greatest handicap under 
which Reserve Officers now work is the 
lack of first-hand information as to the 
proper functioning and coordination of theip 
units under battle conditions. 

All manuals and training doctrines fyr. 
nished Reserve Officers need interprtation 
amplification and application by an expert, 
It takes years of study and hard work to 
become expert in any line of work. The 
art of war embraces every branch of humap 
endeavor and it is asking too much of 
Reserve officers to assimilate that art with. 
out a generous assignment of Masters. 

General benefits of this operation would 
include a saving of nearly a million dollars 
annum in pay. The nation would be bette 
prepared in case of a general mobilization, 
for the Army of the United States will be 
as strong as its most neglected, weakest anj 
most important component or chain, viz: 
the Organized Reserve.

65. Records, by whom maintained.—a. Records 
maintained by The Adjutant General. The Adju- 


tant General will maintain the following records: 
(1) Full name, grade, section, age, address, 
assignment jurisdiction and record of service of each 
officer. 
(2) Records pertaining to appointment, trans- 


fer, promotion, and separation from the service of 
each officer. 

(3) Records pertaining to the classification, ef- 
ficiency, and assignment of all officers other than 


those who are under the assignment jurisdiction of 
a Chief of Branch or a Corps Area Commander. 

(4) Records of officers not re-appointed. 

(b) Records maintained by Chiefs of Branches. 
—Chiefs of Branches will maintain records pertain- 
ing to the classification, efficiency and assignment 
of all officers under their assignment jurisdiction. 
Chiefs of branches may maintain such additional 
records of officers as they desire. 

(c) Records maintained at corps area head- 
quarters.—The following records will be maintained 
at Corps Area Headquarters.

(1) Efficiency Reports.—In time of peace a 
separate efficiency report shall be rendered on each 
reserve officer at the conclusion of each period 
of active duty and of each period of instruction or 
observation with the Regular Army while on an in- 
active status. Should a reserve officer be on active 
duty on June 30, an efficiency report will be ren- 
dered at that time as in the case of Regular officers, 
and again at the close of the period of active duty. 

The form used (Form 67, A.G.O., old No. 711 
A.G.O.) shall be the same as that used for officers 
of the Regular Army, with the exception that along 
the left hand edge shall be stamped or written in 
red ink the word “Reserve” in letters not less than 
one-half inch in height, on both obverse and re- 
verse sides. 

Reports shall be forwarded through military chan- 
nels to the headquarters or office having assignment 
jurisdiction. In the case of a reserve officer on ac- 
tive duty at a station outside of the corps area of 
his permanent residence, the efficiency report shall 
be forwarded to the headquarters of the corps area 
in which his station is located.

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DEFINE BURIAL EXPENSE 
ALLOWED FOR GUARDSMEN 


HAT if the death of an officer, warrant 

officer or enlisted man of the National 
Guard occurs (a) from causes not due to 
his own misconduct while he is participat- 
ing in an encampment, maneuver or other 
exercise under the provisions of sections 
94 and 97, National Defense Act, or at- 
tending a service school, under the pro- 
visions of section 99, National Defense 
Act, or participating in an aerial flight at 
an assembly for drill and instruction pre- 
scribed under the provisions of section 
92, National Defense Act, or (b) while he 
is undergoing medical and hospital treat- 
ment for injuries incurred in line of duty 
in the performance of any of the duties 
described in (a), the United States shall 
pay for burial expenses and the return of 
the body to his home a sum not to exceed 


$100. 

Such expenses will be restricted to the 
cost of casket, shipping case, preparation 
of remains for interment, shipment and 
the return of the body to his home, includ- 
ing the cost of transportation of an es- 
cort, if any. The escort to be transported 
at Federal expense is limited to one officer 
Escorts will be used only 
when deemed especially desirable or neces- 
sary.

CHEMICAL WARFARE HEAD 
EXPLAINS “LOONEY GAS” 


O many inquiries have been received by 
the War Department relative to the 
toxic properties of lead-tetra-ethyl, com- 
monly referred to in the daily press as 
“looney gas,” that Brig. Gen. Amos A, 
Fries, Chi:f of Chemical Warfare, has 
made a statement on this subject, which 
is printed below. 

In making public the results of the Edge. 
wood Arsenal researches on this gas, Gen- 
eral Fries declared that samples of lead- 
tetra-ethyl were secured by the Chemical 
Warfare Service more than six months ago, 
and that an investigation has since been 
under way to determine whether or not 
this chemical had war-gas possibilities, 
While ordinarily reports on investigations 
of this sort are not given out, General Fries 
believes that the best interests of the pub- 
lic and all concerned require that the data 
available be made known. 

: In commenting upon this matter, General 
Fries said: 

“The Edgewood Arsenal investigations 
were on the practically pure tera-ethyl- 
lead; to be scientifically accurate the sam- 
ple of tetra-ethyl-lead was 95 per cent pure. 
The result of these tests showed that in 
the pure or highly concentrated state the 
material is very dangerous, indicating that 
manufacture is hazardous and that all 
the extensive precautions taken by tle 
Chemical Warfare Service in manufactur- 
ing the most poisonous war gases would 
have to be taken in the manufacture of the 
tetra-ethyl-lead. 

_ “The Chemical Warfare Service did not 
investigate its effects when diluted with 
gasoline or other materials except air, nor 
did it investigate the exhaust gases from 
automobiles using a mixture of gasoline 
and tetra-ethyl-lead. 

“The Edgewood Arsenal work showed that 
where pure tetra-ethyl-lead was splashed on 
the skin it could be removed successfully, 
after a period of 30 minutes, by washing 
the parts affected with kerosene. Because 
of the effect of the kerosene itself, it is 
advisable to wash the parts immediately 
after with strong soap and water. 

_ “The Edgewood Arsenal investigations 
indicate that the poisoning is simply lead 
poisoning and that the compound, tetra- 
ethyl-lead, is simply a carrier for the lead.”

eral Harbord, when serving as Deputy 
Chief of Staff -with General Pershing 
worked with Secretary Weeks in laying 


the foundation for the new military policy 
under the amended National Defense Act. 

Both as Chief of the Service of Sup- 
plies in the A.E.F. and as an organizer 
of the Radio Corporation of America, Gen- 
eral Harbord has displayed just such exec- 


utive ability as has marked the administra- 
tion of Secretary Weeks. It will be re- 


ealled that Secretary Weeks spoke in the 
highest terms of General Harbord when he 
was mentioned in connection with the nomi- 
nation for Vice-President at the Cleve- 
land convention. 


At the same time, General Dawes en- 
tertains as high an opinion of General 
Harbord, as does Secretary Weeks. If 
the President should ask the advice of 


Secretary Weeks or General Dawes it is 
believed that both of them would give Gen- 
eral Harbord the strongest endorsements 
and urge his appointment, 

The cabinet-makers are puzzled over the 
situation in the Navy Department and are 
wondering whether Col. Theodore Roose- 
velt has any desire to return to his former 
position. It is known that Colonel Roose- 
velt became a candidate for Governor of 
New York at the earnest solicitation of 
the administration leaders. In some quar- 
ters it is believed that a vacancy of as- 
sistant secretary was not filled so that Col- 
onel Roosevelt could return to his former 
position in the gowns that he was defeated 
in the race for Governor. Governor Smith 
was acknowleged to be much stronger than 
his party and there was a general feeling 
in Washington that Colonel Roosevelt was 
drafted by the party leaders for the race 
and that now he can return to the position 
of Assistant Secretary of Navy if he de- 
sires the place, In this connection, it is 
stated that if he does return to his former 
place he will be advanced to the head of 
the Department in the event of the retire- 
ment of Secretary Wilbur on March 4

another vacancy on the Naval Affairs Com. 
mittee which must be filled at this session 
of Congress. He will be succeeded in the 
Senate by a Republican, but who will take 
his place on the Naval Affairs Committee 
has not been decided. 

Two of the oldest and most active mem. 
bers of the House Committee on Militar 
Affairs will retire on March 4. Repre. 
sentative McKenzie, the acting chairman 
during the absence of Representative Kahp 
of California, was not a candidate for re. 
election and retires voluntarily. Repre 
sentative Harry Hull of Iowa was de 
feated in the primaries. 

There will also be two vacancies on the 
Democratie side of the House Committee 
on Military Affairs in the next Congress, 
General Isaac R. Sherwood, a radical Den. 
ocrat of Ohio, was defeated by former 
Representative Chalmers. Representative 
E. H. Geran of New Jersey, another Dem 
ocratiec member of the committee, was de- 
feated by T. Frank Appleby. 

Only one change on the House Naval 
Affairs Committee is now assured. Sydney 
Mudd of Maryland died during the cam- 
paign and his brother, Thomas, was de- 
feated in a contest to succeed him. At this 
writing the question as to whether J. Al- 
fred Taylor of West Virginia will be re. 
elected is in doubt.

JAPAN PLANS UNIVERSAL

SERVICE OPINIONS 


Ansell and Bailey hold that: (1) Where a 
Government employee deposited money with officials 
of the Treasury in pursuance of a proposition for 
a compromise in the settlement of his income tax, 
the money can not, upon rejection of the com- 
promise, be applied by the Government to offset 
other indebtedness held by the accounting officers 
to be due the Government. If the proper officials 
will not, upon application, return the money thus 
deposited, as is clearly their duty, an action 
will lie for its recovery ine the Court of Claims. 

(2) In the Service Opinions of last week the 
opinion was expresed that, where an officer of 
the Army is ordered from New York to Manila, 
the order specifying the route from New York 
on Army transport by way of the Canal to San 
Francisco and thence by first transport from 
San Francisco to Manila, the officer is en- 
titled to mileage from New York to San Francisco 
according to the shortest usually travelled route 
between the two points. 

A further inquiry is now made as to whether an 
officer is entitled to such mileage where his order 
provides that he ‘‘will proceed at the proper time 
to New York City and sail on or about March 
4, 1925, via Government transportation to the 
Philippine Islands,’’ the order omitting to specify 
the stop and trans-shipment at San Francisco, the 
fact, nevertheless, being that such trans-shipment 
was made, as there is no direct transport line 
from New York to Manila. It is my opinion that, 
inasmuch as such trans-shipment was actually and 
necessarily made, the omission so to specify in 
the travel orders marks no distinction, and that 
an officer travelling under such orders is likewise 
entitled to the mileage, 


DIGEST OF COMPTROLLER GENERAL'S 
DECISIONS 


Ansell and Bailey hold that: 

(1) Where a master sergeant in his settle- 
ment upon discharge was charged with $46.17 for 
clothing in his possession, and it was claimed by 
him that the sum represented the value of Class 
A (new) clothing, whereas the clothing claimant 
contended was not new and had been in his 
possssion for more than six months and, there- 
fore, should have been charged at 50% of the cost 
of new clothing at that time, Held: 

That Department Circular No, 224, dated August 
25, 1921, restoring the clothing money allowance 
discontinued during the war did not authorize the 
charging of 50% of the cost prices for clothing 
left in the possession of the enlisted man on 
October 1, 1921, unles the clothing was reclaimed 
clothing at the time it was originally issued the 
enlisted man, and that if the clothing was new 
when originally issued the enlisted man, and was 
still serviceable on October 1, 1921, it was to 
be left in his possession and charged to him on 
his clothing account at full current cost price. 
Inasmuch as in this case it was not shown, or 
even alleged, that the clothing was reclaimed 
clothing when originaly issued, there was no basis 
for the claim. (Hartley’s cause, Oct. 23, 1924.) 

(2) Claimant at the time of enlistment being 
a resident of Reo, Porto Rico, was discharged at 
Camp Benning, Ga., July 19 1921, and was paid 
travel pay to New York, and was advised to 
make application for transportation for water 
travel from New York to Porto Rico. There is 
no evidence that such transportation was requested 
wv that the travel was performed. Upon a claim 
for travel pay Held: That transportation in 
kind was available for a reasonable time after 
discharge from the Army, but that there is no 
authority of law to commute sueh allowance 
in an amount equal to what it would have cost 
the Government to transpert claimant between 
the points in question. (Escobar’s case, Oct. 25, 
1924.) 

(3) Where an enlisted man of the Navy died, 
unmarried and without heirs, two persons ap- 
peared and made request for the personal effects 
of the deceased, and, in addition, filed letters 
of administration. Others presented claims for 
moneys due them from the deceased. Held: That 
the long standing rule is that administrators can 
be recognized only when they are appointed by 
consent of heirs evidence of which must be fur- 
nished, or, in default of heirs, when they are 
appointed for the benefit of bona fide creditors, 
in which case payment is allowed only to the 
amount of duly probated accounts against de- 
cedent. Money due from the United States can- 
not be paid to an administrator who has no in- 
terest in the estate of the deceased either as 
heir or as representative of creditors. (Schmidt's 
case, Oct. 20, 1924.) 

(4) Where an officer's mother keeps house 
with her husband and minor child with an aver- 
age monthly living expense of $200, whose hus- 
band is 56 years old, with an income from his 
occupation of $1144 a year, and’ the mother and 
her husband have an equity in the house in 
which they live, personal property of the value 
of $600, and a total property of the value of 
$1,000; and her officer son contributes $1600 a 
year to her support; Held: That the dependency 
of a wife is primarily upon her husband and that 
under the law there is no authority for consider- 
ing the wife’s dependency separately from the 
husband: that both are dependent or neither is 
dependent, and unless the mother’s husband is 
physically or mentally incapacitated and without 
property or income, the mother cannot be con- 
sidered dependent upon anyone else for chief 
support. 

The fact that the income of the husband 
may not be sufficient to support the family in cir- 
sumstances the officer son would like is no justi- 
fication for the assumption by the United States 
of a portion of such support through allowances 
paid the son on behalf of the mother. Inasmuch 
as in this case there is no showing that the 
mother’s husband is dependent, but, on the con- 
trary, is gainfully @mployed and is furnishing 


his wife’s support, the mother cannot be con- 
sidered dependent on her son for chief support, 
however liberal his contribution to her may be. 
(Floody’s case, Oct. 20, 1924.) 

(5) Where an officer’s mother states that she 
resides with her husband at Chillicothe, Mo., in 
a house owned by her husband, that she has no 
occupation other than housekeeping with her hus- 
band, who is an invalid without occupation, that 
she has in addition to her officer son another son, 
23 years old, a salesman, married who does not 
eurn enough to assist in her support, that she 
has no property but that her husband owns two 
houses, in one of which they reside and the other 
is rented at $40 per month, valued at $4,000 and 
$5,500, respectively, and he also has $300 deposited 
in the bank, that her officer son contributed for 
her sole and exclusive use from October 1, 1919, 
to September 13, 1921, approximately $34 a month; 
that the gross income of herself and husband de- 
rived from other sources was $40 per month from 
rent of house; that her and her husband’s actual 
monthly living expense during six months prior 
to Mareh 31, 1922, was $50 each; 

Held: That it has been uniformly held that a 
parent to be dependent upon an officer son, the 
officer must actually and necessarily contribute 
regularly more than one-half the cost of a rea- 
sonable living for the parent, and that also, where 
the father and mother are both living and are 
not divorced, or divorced with alimony, there is 
no authority in law for the consideration of the 
dependency of the one as separate and distinct 
from the other, and the evidence in this case 
shows on the assumption that the father was 
dependent upon the officer, that the contribution 
of the officer was less than half of the actual 
living gxpenses. (Anderson’s case, Oct. 21, 1924.) 

(6) Upon the facts in this case, the claim is 
brought squarely within the principle stated in 3 
Comp. Gen, 345, as follows: ‘*‘The mother, aged 
57, with property valued at $14,000 could pur- 
chase an annuity of approximately $1351 which 
would be paid here each year during the remain- 
der of her life and in excess of the actual sum 
contributed by claiment. It has been pointed 
out in recent decisions of this office that there is 
no legal or other justification for the ussumption 
by the United States of the entire or substantial 
portion of the support of a mother through the 
medium of rental and subsistence allowances paid 
an oftiver son in order that her investments may 
remain intact for transmission to her heirs or 
legal representatives. 

‘In other words, if, as here, contributions are 
made to the support of his mother in order that 
her property may pass unimpaired at her death, 
the contributions are not those for chief support 
Within the meaning of the act of June 10, 1922, 
42 Stat., 627, but are investments in the nature 
of an annuity to the mother.’’ (MeCollum’s 
case Oct. 23, 1924.) 


RETIREMENT OF N. C. O. 


Master Sergeant Charles P. Crowley, Service 

Company, 35th Infantry, has been placed on the 
retired list at Schofield Barracks pursuant to War 
Department orders, upon the completion of more 
than 30 years’ service. 
_ Sergeant Crowley enlisted February 7, 1899, serv- 
ing three years in Company G, 11th U. S. Infantry, 
subsequently serving three years in Company A, 
23d Infantry; three years in Company K, 4th In- 
funtry ; six years in Company G, 2d Infantry ; one 
year and three months in Company I, 22d Infan- 
try, and serving in Company L and Service Com- 
pany, 35th Infantry, since the organization of the 
regiment in 1916. Sergeant Crowley served two 
years, eight months and 22 days in Porto Rico 
during his first enlistment, and subsequently served 
two tours in the Philippine Islands, totaling one 
year, eleven months and 27 days. 

Sergeant Crowley has been a familiar figure in 
Hawaii, serving with the Provost Guard Company, 
2d Infantry, with station in Honolulu from 1914 
until 1918, and gained many friends in civil life 
by his courtesy and attention to duty. 

In announcing the retirement of Master Sergeant 





Crowley in General Orders No. 8, 35th Infantry, 
September 24, 1924, the regimental commander 
states: “During his long and faithful service Ser- 


geant Crowley’s conduct has been rated as ‘Excel- 
lent,’ emphasized by his conduct and loyalty in 
peace as in war. His love for the service is, and 
has been, an inspiration to his younger comrades. 
As first sergeant of Company L, 35th Infantry, Ser- 
geant Crowley was a leading factor in winning the 
Department Drill Competition for 1924 and the title 
oi the ‘best company in the Hawaiian Department.’ 
The entire regiment joins the regimental commander 
in bidding him ‘Aloha’ and in wishing him the best 
that good fortune has in store for a long, well- 
earned retirement.” 

\s a token of esteem Sergeant Crowley was pre- 
sented with a 14k, 19-jewel engraved watch by the 
officers and enlisted personnel of the regiment, and 
a trunk and suitcase by the members of Company 
L, 35th Infantry. , 

Sergeant Crowley left Hawaii for his home in 
Springfield, I1l., on commercial liner President Lin- 
coln Sunday, September 28, 1924. 

Upon the completion of over 26 years of active 
service, Master Sergeant Max H. Hagenah, Head- 
quarters, 6th Coast Artillery, was placed on the 
retired list of the Army. 

Master Sergeant Hagenah first enlisted May 1, 
1898, in the 65th Regiment of New York Volun- 
teer Infantry and served in Cuba and the Philip- 
pine Islands until 1902. The remainder of Master 
Sergeant Hagenah’s service has been in the Artil- 
lery and in the Coast Artillery Corps.

The continued decline in the production 
of crude oil in the United States for a num- 


ber of weeks is bringing about a_ better 
tone to the industry. Fundamentally, the 


petroleum industry has been in a weakened 
position since the depression of 1921. At 


that time there was a collapse in prices that 
seriously injured the financial position of 
many companies, and operating conditions 
since then have been sueh that recovery was 
retarded. 

Flush production, especially in California, 
and to a lesser extent in Wyoming and Texas, 
has resulted in a greater supply than de- 
mand, with the result that prices continued 
low and surplus stocks expanded. In addi- 
tion to the flush production of new fields, 
improved mechanical methods have made prac- 
tical very much deeper wells than formerly 


and have opened entirely new strata to ex- 
ploitation. 
Rather recently a material readjustment 


in the California situation has come about. 
In September, 1923, the California fields were 
producing at a rate of over 860,000 barrels 
daily, and this has now dropped to about 
600,000 barrels daily. Total production for 
the country has dropped from 2,280,700 bar- 
rels daily in the week ended September 8, 
1923, to around 1,950,000 barrels at the 
present time. The Prairie Oil & Gas Com- 
pany and the Texas Company have already 
removed the pro-rating orders on crude oil 
purchases, which means that they are now 
paying for all oil producers can ship them. 
The industry, of course, is not entirely out 
of the woods, but the curtailment in produc- 
tion is large enough and has been of sufficient 
uration to indicate a change in the trend, 
in the opinion of experienced oil operators. 
It is at a time when a turning point is 
reached that investors have an opportunity to 
either acquire or liquidate to best advantage, 
as the occasion dictates. It appears now that 
certain oil stocks are in a position where they 
may be purchased for the long pull.

The Atlantic Refining Company is not pay- 
ing a dividend at the present time, although 
for the first six months of the year it earned 
$3.03 a share on the common stock, while the 
dividend rate was $4 for the year 1923. The 
passing of the dividend is believed to be due 
note of $15,000,000, floated last 
July for the purpose of paying off loans that 
were used to acquire inventory. The Com- 
pany has on hand about 40,000,00 of oil re- 
fined products purchased at low levels, and 
when the turn in prices comes it stands to 
profit very materially. The Company is in 
a strong position, both financially and from 
the standpoint of operation.

The Chesebrough Manufacturing Company, 
a unit in the old Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey, is engaged in the manufacture of 


various heavy petroleum jellies used for cos- 
metic and medicinal purposes. In April, 
1924, the common stock paid a 100 per cent 
stock dividend and at that time the par value 
was reduced from $100 to $25 per share. 
This brought the price of the stock down 
from about $400 to a level within reach of the 
investors in moderate means. It has long 
been a highly successful earner, paying divi- 
dends up to 60 per cent prior to 1916, when 
a 200 per cent stock dividend was declared. 

The Pacific Oil Company was organized in 
1920 to take over the California Oil proper- 
ties owned by the Southern Pacific, and its 
stockholdings in Associated Oil. The prep- 
erty transferred amounted to 259,000 acres, 
together with field improvements, and 200,690 
shares, representing 50.48 per cent of the 
outstanding capital stock of the Asociated Oil 
Company. The Company has since acquired 
an interest in the Miley-Keck Oil Company 
operating in Southern California. At the 
close of last year there were 595 wells in 
operation and a number being drilled. Earn- 
ings for 1923 equaled $2.55 a share for the 
stock and for the first nine months of 1924, 
$2.51 a share. 

The Prairie Oil & Gas Company, a former 
Standard Oil subsidiary, is one of the largest 
oil prodmcers operating in the mid-continent 
field. During the last several years it has 





acquired a number of smaller companies. In 


115 it paid 150 per cent in stock at the 
time the Prairie Pipe Line Company was or- 
ganized, and 200 per cent in stock in Janu- 
ary, 1923. Earnings last year amounted to 
14.72 a share. At the annual meeting De- 
cember 9, stockholders will vote on a proposal 
to increase the capital stock from $60,000,000 
to $70,000,000 and to decrease the par value 
from 100 to $25 a share. Of the new stock 
$5,000,000 will be made available for sub- 
scription by employees and the remainder 
will be retained in the treasury for future 
needs. At present. prices, such action would 
bring the price of the new stock down to a 
little above $50 a share. 

The Vacuum Oil Company is strictly a 
manufacturing concern, its products being 
sold under the trade name of ‘‘Gargoyle.’ 
The Company does a large export business 
through its own fleet of tankers. A stock 
dividend of 300 per cent was paid in 1922 
and the par value reduced from $100 to $25 


a share. Last year earnings were equivalent 
to $5.41 a share on the new stock.

WAR MOTHERS UNVEIL 
NEW MEMORIAL TABLET 


Dedicate A Memorial To All 
Men Who Made Supreme 


Sacrifice 


GEN. HART GIVES TALK 


MONUMENT and tablet, the first me- 

morial of its kind in the United States, 
to all soldiers of the World War, was dedi- 
cated by the Pennsylvania State Chapter, 
National American War Mothers, on Oc- 
tober 18 at West Laurel Hill Cemetery, 
Philadelphia. In his address on this ac- 
casion, Maj. Gen. W. H. Hart, Quarter- 
master General, expressed the hope that 
this memorial would be the inspiration for 
similar tributes throughout the country. 
nt course of his address General Hart 
said: 

“It is a privilege, never to be forgotten, 
to share in paying homage to the soldiers 
of the World War who sleep in this hal- 
lowed place—101 of the youth and man- 
hood of the immediate vicinity. 

“The records of the Graves Registration 
Service of the Quartermaster Corps of the 
Army show that a total of 77,889 Ameri- 
can patriots gave their lives as a sacri- 
fice in the greatest struggle of all ages, 
in the cause of human liberty. Of that 
total 30,468 rest in the fair fields of 
France, in beautiful Brookwood, England, 
and iv Belgium—that rock of Gibraltar 
—when the storm first broke. The others, 
46,273, are in the homeland, here and 
there, in plots of holy ground from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific Ocean. 

“The return of General Pershing’s vic- 
torious Army, with waving banners, is 
still fresh in the minds of all; and then, a 
little later, the homecoming of those around 


whom the flag was. draped —those who’ 


would fight no more. 


WAR DEPARTMENT ARRANGEMENTS 


“You know how the War Department de- 
ferred, without reservation, to the wishes 
of the next of kin and how some of the 
aching hearts longed for their loved ones 
to be near them, and still others were moved 
to say, 

‘On the battlefield where he fell, 
standing defiantly between the enemy 
and the world’s liberty, there let him 
keep vigil forever.’ 

“From the wish to have their loved ones 
nearer the momentous duty devolved upon 
the Graves Registration Service to ar- 
range for that silent journey of caskets 
from the battlefields in France to the 
homeland. Every smallest detail of those 
arrangements bespoke the tenderness, the 
deep respect, the everlasting honor due the 
sacred remains borne within each casket— 
it could not have been otherwise. 

“The journey ended, and soon row after 
row of marble emblems pointed Heaven- 
ward from Arlington, beside the National 
Capital, a lesser number here, and still 
others at the many home-places from 
whence the youth of our country went to 
battle overseas, also, from whence came 
those who died under the flag on this side— 
an equal sacrifice in every way. 

“No one who has traveled through France 
ean ever forget the monument in each 
little Commune, bearing the legend “Aug 
enfants de la ville’—to the children of the 
village—and then below the names of those 
who gave their lives—children of the Com- 
mune, soldiers of France. Those children 
and these children in West Laurel Hill 
were brothers in arms, many served side 
by side—they, on their own soil, these far 
from home, but both to save and perpetu- 
ate the same principles. 

“Here in West Laurel Hill will ever 
stand the first memorial of its kind—em- 
bodying the beautiful idea of your State 
War Mother, Mrs. Bellak—a War Mother 
with flowers, looking upon the names carved 
in marble, names of the children of this 
Commune, soldiers of our beloved country. 

“May the dedication of this memorial by 
the Pennsylvania State Chapter of Na- 
tional American War Mothers—to whom 
all respect and honor for this expression 
of the promptings of the mother heart— 
may this dedication be an inspiration from 
which, in good time, it may come to pass 
that the visitor to any cemetery in our 
land where lie heroes of the World War 
will find a like tribute to this—a tribute 
in loving memory where, carved in endur- 
ing rock, all may see and know the names 
of the sons of the community who fought 
and died in the war for liberty.”
